NEW YORK, October 9.—The Truth says, 
editorially: The special dispatch from Wash- 
ington, published yesterday, that President 
Lincoln had requested General Hancock to 
take command of the Army of the Potomac, 
has recejved ready and popular acceptance. 
From the same source we are again assured 
ofits absolute accuracy. The command of 
the Army of the Potomac was offered to Gen. 
Hancock before Gen. Grant was thought of 
for the position. The Sun says: 
During the campaign before Teters- 
burg in the summer of ’64, Gen. 
Meade,feeling dissatisfied at Gen. Grant’s be- 
ing placed over him inthe direct fieid of 
operations,desired to command an independ- 
ent army, and wished for that of the Shen- 
andoah. It was intended to comply with his 
desires and confer the command of the Army 
of the Potomac upon Gen. Hancock. Gen. 
Grant assented to this arrangement and at 
AN INTERVIEW WITH PRESIDENT LINCOLN 
at Fortress Monroe brought the subject to his 
attention. The President objected to it at 
first, thinking it might offend Gen. Meade 
and his friends, but, on learning that Gen. 
Meade wished the change, assented. Gen. 
Sheridan, having previously been brought 
from __ the West to command the 
cavalry of the Army of the 
Potomac, had been sent with two of its divis- 
ions to the Shenandoah Vallev to relieve Gen. 
Hunter of his command of the combined cav- 
alry and infantry, that oflic2r baving just re- 
turned from an unsuccessful attack upon 
Lynchburg. Gen. Grant did not wish to re- 
lieve Gen. Sheridan from that commandat the 
moment until he had effected certain results, 
and after providing him witha sufficient rein- 
forcement of troops to give him the prepon- 
derance over the enemy,directed him to make 
an advance. Sheridan complied and won 
the battie of the Opequan. This delayed at 
the time any consideration of change in the 
status of Gen. Meade, but, in short,the matter 
was revived. Shortly afterward Gen. Sheri- 
dan won a victory at Cedar Creek, 
and then, when it was proved to Mr. Lincoln 
to carry out his originalintention, the Presi- 
dential election was near at hand, and he 
said, in his practical way: ‘‘Sheridan has been 
doing very well up there and we had better let 
him alone.’’ Gen. Meade, therefore, did 
not take command of the Army of the Shen- 
andoah, and Gen. Hancock was not assigned 
to that of the army of the Potomac.

The Corner-Stone is Laid in Central 
Park, New York, To-day, 


| Grand Masonic Processior, Ritua! and Cere- 


monies. 


NEW YORK, October 9.—The ceremony of 
laying the corner-stone of the obelisk at Cen- 
tral Park this afternoon was witnesed by 
thousands of _ spectators. A feature 
was the Masonic procession, which 
formed in front of the Temple 
on Sixth avenue, in which were all the com- 
manderies of the Knights Templar of this 
city, commanderies from Jersey City and 
Newark, and Masonic lodges of New York, 
Kings, Queens and Richmond counties. 
Neither staves nor bamners were carried by 
the lodges. The officers and Past Masters 
wore jewels and the Marshals 
carried batons, while the members were 
dressed in dark clothing, high black hats, 
white gloves and aprons. The procession 
moved at 2 o’clock and was reviewed by 
Grand Master Jesse B. Anthony and 
the ofticers of the Grand Lodge, the 
Apollo Commandery -acting as_ escort.

The great Fair is about over. . By 6 o’clock 
this afternoonit will have been one of the 
things of the past, with only the reminiscen- 
ces left to remind one that such a thing ever 
existed. Thousands upon thousands of peo- 
ple attended, and it is safe to say that not one 
of the immense throng has expressed dissat- 
isfaction or wished that he had not been 
present. It has been a success unprecedent- 
ed in the annals of the Fair Association, and 
is a brilliant barbinger ofthe fairs to come 
when St. Louis will have justice done her 


and rank as the second or third city in the 
non. 

Fully 230,000 persons have visited the 
Fair since last Sunday, and the gate receipts 
amount to about $70,000. The general re- 
ceipts of course swell these figures consider- 
ably, as exhibitors purchased coupons witp 
their railroad or steamboat tickets. The St. 
Louis Fair Association gave its first Fair in 
1855, but the war forced a discontinuance 
of the annual exhibition for five years, mak- 
ing the one just over the twentieth and the 
most successful of all its predecessors. The 
display in allthe departments was much in 
excess of previous years,in point of num- 
bers and quantity and excellence. The ex- 
hibition of stock was a most magnificent 
one, and in view of the large 
amount of fine horses brought in 
for competition, the encouraging hope is en- 
gendered thatere long Missouri will rank 
equal to Kentucky in the production of fine 
horseflesh. Itis true Kentucky took away 
most of the premiums in this line, simply be- 
cause its numerical representation was much 
the largest. The management are 
highly pleased with the result, and exhibi- 
tors generally have few Scompiaints to make. 
To-day was, as expected, a very light day, 
though it will compare favorably with all 
previous Saturdays, which were usually 
poor. The majority of the people on the 
grounds to-day were exhibitors and friends, 
though quite a number of children were 
present with their parents. 

All the premiums have been awarded, and 
this afternoon exhibitors are busily engaged 
removing their goods.

Locally, great excitement has prevailed, 
and the wild din arising from the option 
corner on ’Change proves conclusively that 
the boys bave something on hand that stirs 
them up more than an average market is in the 
habit of doing. The wildest shouts come 
from the ‘*bull’’ side, who are loud in their 
exultation, while the shorts look correspond- 
ingly sad-eyed and depressed, sometimes 
emitting a feeble whoop when there 1s a slight 
breakin prices, but usually seeing nothing 
inthe future outiook to encourage them to 
any extent. 

It is understood, bowever, that the line of 
shorts out is not very heavy, %t any rate not at 
any low figures, mostof them having been 
covered some time ago, so that few ofthe . 
shorts will be letinfor any great loss. But 
the way the ‘cussed market”’ keeps going up 
keeps them on the ragged edge—afraid to 
buy, not having confidence in the present 
advance and hourly expecting a bad break, 
and not having nerve enough to sell. 

Noone seems tohave any idea that the ad- 
vance will be long continued, or as heavy as 
last year, but just where it will stopis a ques- 
tion too deep for any of them to solve.

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EPIZOOTY. 


Probability of the Horse Influenza 
, Appearirg in St, Louis. 


i 


What the Veterinary Surgeons Say of the 
Disease—Its Characteristics 
and Treatment. 


It is extremely likely that the epizooty, 
as it is commonly known, will soon prevail 
again in St. Louis. Horses with husky, 
hacky coughs and running noses will be as 
thick as blackberries in harvest in the course 
ofafew weeks. The disease appeared in an 
epidemic form, or, more correctly, epizootic 
form, some weeks ago in: New York and 
ether Eastern cities. From the seaboard it 
has spread West and is now prevalent in 
Cincinnati. It is possible that St. Louis may 


escape, for the disease in its contagious form 
occasionally does go around or skip a locality, 
but this goed fortune is extremely unlikely 
to fall upon solargeaplace as St. Louis. 
Every body remembers the first great visit of 
this horse disease to St. Louis in the winter of 
1872 and 1873. Itlasted here for some two 
months,and before it disappeared nine-tenths 
of ail the horses and mules in the city and 
county had sufferea with it. The mortality 
was not great, and notone horse in twenty 
that had it died oreven received any perma- 
nent injury. Those that did die were either 
aged horses or sick horses ready to 
go off with any disease, or else 
they. were badly doctored and died of 
some other disease brought on by bad treat- 
ment. Epizooty is akind of catarrh or inoftu- 
enza which attimes spreads among horses 
and mules as yellow fever, small-p>x and 
eertain other diseases do among people. 
When any disease spreads from one person to 
another justfrom beiog in proximity and 
without actual contsct, it is called an epi- 
demic. When any disease spreads in a simi- 
lar way among animals it is called an epizoot- 
ic. Tne disease which is now’ epizootic 
among horses is aninfluenzaina bad form. 
The people call this disease ‘*‘epizootie,’’ but 
this expresses nothing, and is only about 
equivalent to calling it **the horse disease.” 
In order to learn something of its character- 
istics and its probabie fatality, and whether 
indeed it had yet appeared in St. Louis, a re- 
porter of the Post-DISPATCH this morning 
ea‘jJed upon gever.l leading veterinary sur- 
£eone and obtajned their views. 
DR. Js Z- WHEELER, 
of 1022 North Fifth street, was first seen. 
Yes, he knew a great dea! about ‘‘epizooty.’? 
He had been doctoring it fo? thirty years. 
He bad treated the disease in ,."¢ Mexiean 
war, and had had many casey £Very 
year since. It was no new tb," 
It was as old as horses and colds in the head. 
He called the disease a kindof diphtheria. It 
always existed. He wes rarely without a 
case on his hands. Like diph'heriait became 
at t:mesanepidemic. He was in St. Louis 
when it had such a run here a few years ago. 
Out of 500 cases which he treated, he lost 
none except such as had been negiected or 
were afllicted with old age. Three years be- 
fore the disease visited St. Louis, said Mr. 
Wheeler, aman came down here from 
Pike county, Illinois, and said that 
throughout ‘that country horses 
and mules were sick with 
voughs and colds and something which the 
farmers cannot treat. He, Wheeler, went up 
to Pike county and treated not less than a 
thousand cases, riding all over the county. 
In every instance he made a cure, although 
the country stables were generally on a plan 
to freeze a norse to death. ‘In thre2 weeks,’ 
said he, ‘I cleared $580 and expenses and 
never charged a dollar that I didn’t squarely 
earn.”? In rezzouse 19 & question as to 
whether he had seen aiiy Gasés G2 {h* disaage 
Mr. Wheeler said that he had now two 
in the stable where the interview was going 
on, and two at Johnson & Me- 
Pike’s opposite. The reporter 
went up stairs and saw one goodlooking bay 
eae She was on the mend, and her nose 
ad nearly discontinued its weeping. ‘*With 
good care and correct treatment there is not 
the slightest danger of a horse dvingof this 
disease,’’ suid Dr. Wheeler, *‘but if they are 
smoked and hot-smashed, and fooled with 
absurd nostrums, they will probably con- 
tract some other disease which will killthem, 
not the epizooty.’’ 
DR. GEORGE SCULLY, 
of Stoddard Addition, was the next horse 
physician called upon. Mr. Scully is a gradu- 
ate of the College of Veterinary Surgeons 
of London, and the author of numerous 
tracts and one large treatise on diseases of 
the horse. He had not heard of the appear- 
ance of the disease yet in St. Louis, although 
there were always sporadic cases ofit. He 
was surgeon tothe Transfer Company sta- 
les in Eust St. Louis, and the disease had 
notappeared there yet. This was the point 
where it first appeared in 1872. He charac- 
terized the disease as an influenza and simi- 
lar in all respects to influenzain people, and 
he backed up his opinion by  draw- 
ing out aie medical treatise which 
described at length the disease which 
the crowd now call ‘‘epizootic.’’ This 
disease has been on record since 1688, and his 
at times spread all over Europe just as it has 
of late years spread over the United States. 
There is not the slightest new feature about 
it, and it is treated now just us it was a hun- 
dred years ago. Like Di. Wheeler he never 
lost a case of it unless the patient was a de- 
crepid sawbones that was ready to dieof old 
age or some previously contracted dise.se. 
He badnofears of any fatality or general 
loss here this year. A horse affected 
with the disease need not be kept 
from work as long as he could eat‘even fairly 
well. Whena beast couldn’t eat it coulda’t 
work, and proper treamment should be given 
to induce a return of appetite. The disease 
neglected often ran into bronchitis, but not 
as is sometimes said into spinal meningitis. 
DR. JOHN CROWLEY & SON

senior, was interviewed. He had treated the 
disease al! his Irfe and regarded it only as an 
aggravated influenza. Nosound horse would 
ever die of it if decently treated. In 1872 
he was at Springfield, IlJ., and personally 
treated 800 horses and mules, and out of the 
800 he did not lose four animals. He had not 
heard ofthe disease in St. Louis except in 
the isolated cases which could be found. 
Just now he had not a case himself. He spoke 
strongly against the practice of smoking a 
horse, and said it would only result in ill. 
The first symptoms of the disease were a 
slight running atthe nose, sometimes, but 
not always, accompanied by a short, hacking 
cough. and then followed soon by watering 
at the eyes @od redness ofthe eyes. He did 
not think the disease would rage in St. Louis 
this year as it did in 1872.

The brakeman also put atorpedo on the a 
but through some miscalculation on the p 
of the engineer of the passenger train, neither 
the flag or torpedo was noticed 
and the train dashed up the grade and into 
the rear ofthe freight train. Atthe time it 
was running at the rate of probably twenty 
miles an hour. The train had just turned a 
pretty sharp curve, but it is claimed that the 
engineer, whose name is Jack Hurst, had 
plenty of time to see the warning flag and 
ought also to have heard the report of the 
torpedo. As it was, when the train ap- 
roached within a few feet of the 
freight, the conductor of the 
latter jumped from the caboose and 
called to a man inside who was named 
Ward 3mith to follow suit. Smith wasn’t 
quick enough, and was struck in the head, 
sustaining a serious écalp wound. The ca- 
boose was driven off the track and one of the 
freight cars was badly: demohshed. The 
damage will probably be covered by between 
$600 and $700. The smokestack of the 
telescoping engine was knocked 


|_ off, but, besides the kemporaty panicjexperi- 


enced by the passengers, no other damage was 
done. ‘There were eleven cars in the pas- 
songer train, all of which were heavily loaded. 
Ward Smith, the injured man, was attended 
immediately by two physicians, who pro- 
nounced his injuries trivial, He was eonveyed 
to the residence of Mr. Thomas Gallagher, 
near-by, where it was discovered, after cut- 
ting off a portion of his hair, that he had enly 
received a scalp-wound and would be able to 
be on his feet in a dav or so. 

Immediately after the disaster the conductor 
det: ched the damaged cars from his train and 
ran into St. Louis. He notified the road offi- 
cials,and a wrecking train was sent out wbich 
removed the debris occasioned by the smash- 
up from the track. The incoming trains were 
delayed about an hour and a half, but no 
other inconvenience was caused in conse- 
quence of the collision. As it was, both the 
passengers and railroad officiais are to be con- 
gratulated upon the insignificance of the dis- 
aster, as under other circumstances, especial- 
ly if the telescoped train happened to be a 
passenger one, the loss of life might be ap- 
palling. The affair will be investigated.
